Staggers is chairman of the 
powerful Commerce Committee 
and during his long tenure has 
served on numerous other house 
committees.

Dr. Harold C. Doster, dean of 
Potomac State College since the 
summer of 1970, has been named 
as the 20th President of Culver- 
Stockton College in Canton, Mo. 
Dr. Doster will assume his new 
position July 1 and succeeds Dr. 
Fred Helsabeck, college 
president since 1956, who is 
retiring. 

Dean Doster came to Potomac 
State from Alice Lloyd College 
in Pippa Passes, Ky., where he 
served as executive dean. Prior 
to that time he had been assistant 
to the president at Bethany 
(W.Va.) College. 

A graduate of Bethany, Dr. 
Doster holds a B.D. from Yale 
University Divinity School, and 
his M.A, and Ph.D. degrees from 
the University of Michigan. He is 
an ordained minister of the 
Christian Church (Disciples of 
Christ) and was also director of 
church relations and ministerial 
training at Bethany. 

He is currently a member of 
the executive committee of the 
W.Va. Association of Colleges 
and Universities. He is on the 
advisory council of the U.S. 
Office of Education Title III 
Developing Institutions 
Program, and a member of the 
Southeast Regional Council 
Executive Board, AAHE. 

Dr. Doster is state 
representative to the 
Appalachian Regional 
Commission higher Education 
Task Force and a member of the 
board of trustees of the Tri-State 
Regional Resources Institute. 

A member of the board of 
directors of the Keyser Rotary 
Club, he is also serving as 
president of the local PTA, a 
member of the board of 
directors of the Mineral County 
Historical Society, chairman of 
the educational committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and a 
member of the Potomac Council 
of the Boy Scouts of America. As 
a member of the Board of 
Directors he has also been 
responsible for much of the work 
done by the Developmental 
Center in working with

The West Virginia Board of 
Regents’ “A Plan for Progress 
— West Virginia Higher 
Education in the Seventies, ’ ’ was 
released late in 1972 and showed 
a projected enrollment of 841 for 
1980 — only 100 more than the 
headcount at Potomac State 
College for the fall term. The 
projected enrollment for 1976 is 
800. 

The report also pointed out 
that it had earlier determined 
that Potomac State would remain 
a branch of West Virginia 
University. 

It went on: Potomac State 
College is a two-year branch of 
West Virginia University.... The 
institution’s primary offers are 
lower level courses in the arts 
and sciences for transfer to the 
Morgantown campus of the 
University. 

Several terminal career- 
technical programs also are 
available. During the last decade 
and a half, while other state

institutions were experiencing 
rapid enrollment growth, 
Potomac State College 
experienced a fluctuating 
enrollment and no significant 
growth. 

After careful study of the 
conclusions of a consultant team 
the Board of Regents determined 
in 1971 that the course of action 
most advantageous to the 
institution would be its 
conversion to a community 
college. 

However, strong objections to 
such a change were registered 
by many interested parties, 
including faculty members, 
students, alumni, and residents 
of the area. No community 
college can flourish without a 
substantial endorsement from 
its local community. The Board 
therefore determined that 
Potomac State College would 
remain a branch of West 
Virginia University. 

Existing physical facilities 
will be adequate to accomodate 
increased enrollment and new 
programs. Every consideration 
will be given to the development 
of new programs for which there 
can be adequate enrollment and 
reasonable operating cost. 

Early action must be taken by 
West Virginia University to 
make the internal designation of 
degrees and programs 
compatible with the national 
classification system, thereby 
facilitating a critical review of 
program productivity and 
development. 

Harman Responds 

No sooner had the report been 
released than Del. Robert D. 
Harman (R-Mineral), and an 
alumnus of the college, 
declared: “Apparently Prince 
Woodard has forgotten his 
pledge to me and the people of 
Keyser that even though 
Potomac State is still a part of 
the University he would not allow 
any institution to die on the vine. 

“This report,” he added, 
“indicates that Potomac State is 
at the bottom of the list and the 
Regents have no plans for 
additional programs of growth 
here.... 

“If the Regents and the 
Chancellor plan to ignore the 
needs here then the West 
Virginia Legislature will have to 
lend a hand in promoting higher 
education in the Eastern 
Panhapdle along with the rest of 
the state” and he vowed to 


contact individual members of 
the Board of Regents in order to 
preserve, protect, and expand 
educational facilities and 
programs needed by Potomac 
State to serve the area and the 
state. 

The Regents listed their goals 
for the year in an appearance 
before the House Finance 
Committee in Charleston on 
March 1. Major items of 
business were full accreditation 
for Marshall University and the 
merger of Bluefield State and 
Concord Colleges. Dr. Woodard 
also outlined a proposed $73.35 
million budget for state- 
supported colleges and 
universities. The overall budget 
represents a 7.2 per cent hike in 
spending over current levels and 
nearly $57 million of the budget 
would go for higher salaries and 
other personnel expenses. 

Woodard cited the full 
accreditation of four state 
colleges last year which had 
been on probation and creation of 
the West Virginia College of 
Graduate Studies near 
Charleston as a major 
achievements. He requested 
approval of the Regents’ budget 
of $441,241 for next year. 

Bill Introduced 

More recently another PSC 
alumnus entered the picture 
when a bill that redefines duties 
of the Board of Regents and 
opens the decision-making 
process to greater participation 
by students, faculty, and college 
presents were introduced in the 
State Senate. 

Sen. William Oates (D- 
Hampshire) had the bill co- 
sponsored by Sen. J. C. Dillion 
(D-Summers). The measure 
would: expand membership of 
the board and give full voting 
rights to a college president, a 
student, and a faculty member. It 
would expand responsibilities of 
advisory boards to include 
selecting college and university 
presidents and would create 
three new statewide advisory 
councils — one for students, one 
for faculty, and one for college 
and university presidents. 

The effect of this legislation is 
to completely re-write the Board 
of Regents section of the law — 
retaining those parts that are 
workable and effective, and at 
the same time enlarging the 
participation of others involved 
in higher education.

Dr. John Aldrich 
Dies In Michigan 
At the Age of 94 



Dr. John A. Aldrich, 94, died 
last November 19, in a Battle 
Creek, Michigan, hospital, 
according to information 
received recently from Mrs. 
Aldrich. Dr. Aldrich served as 
professor of mathematics at 
Potomac State from 1942 to 
1948. 

A native of Clifford, Ont., he 
came to the United States at age 
2. He received his AB from 
Albion College (Michigan) and 
his MS and Ph.D. degrees from 
the University of Michigan. 

His teaching career lasted 
nearly 40 years. His forced 
retirement at age 70 from the 
W.Va. system did not deter his 
desire to teach. He spent several 
more years at Lebanon Valley 
(Pa.) College teaching physics, 
retiring there in 1953. 

His professional affiliations 
were numerous and the heritage 
he left included not only the 
mathematical and scientific 
knowledge he gave to his 
students but at least one valuable 
contribution to astrophysics . He 
is the first person to have made 
an experimental determination 
of the variation of cepheids, a 
task previously undertaken 
without success by several 
scientists and taken up and 
continued after his success by 
more than 30 prominent 
American scientists.
